RETURNS UNDER PROTEST 
MADE BY THE CENTRAL 
Following the receipt of a _ letter 
from Comptroller General William A. 
Wright, formally calling for a return 
for taxation 15,000 shares of the stock 
of the Western Railway of Alabama, 
which it is said to own, or be declared 
a defauliter, the Central of Georgia 
railroad has -returned that property! 
under protest at a nominal valuation. 

The action of the comptroller genera! 
was taken under cover of the enabling 
act passed at the regular session of the 
legislature this summer. Thi«< measure 
Was adopted for the purpose of assist- 
ing him in collecting these taxes. It 
was also designed to meet the objec- 
tions urged by the supreme court of the 
l'nited States that the act under which 
the comptroller had formerly proceeded 
was obnoxious to the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the federal constitution, in 
that it did not provide for due process 
of law. 

No taxes have been paid on _ this 
stock since 1806. When the comptrol- 
ler attempted to collect back taxes, the 
railway company set up an objection | 
that the act was unconstitutional.

The state railroad commission, which has the unquestioned right to in- 
vestigate of its own motion and apply corrective remedies in cases where 
railroad service to the public may be improved, has asked the people living 
on the lines of the Seaboard Air dine in south Georgia whether they want 
a formal hearing relative to their protest against the failure of the Southern 
railway and Seaboard trains to make connection at Helena.

[the many small towns and rural mail routes whose interests are equally at 


stake, would be sufficient in themselves to give momentum to an inquiry 
into the matter without all this apparently unnecessary delay. 

The people half a dozen counties are affected—a population of, per- 
haps, 100,000 or more. They now get their mail from all points to the north 
and west of them practically twenty-four hours late, because it does not 
reach them until evening, too late for distribution before the following 
‘morning. Passengers leaving Atlanta on midnight trains to return to their 
homes in that territory cannot now get there until late the next evening,

being compelled to lose some ten hours in waiting for connections. 

And all this is due to the fact that the Seaboard Air Line train from 
Helena to points west persists in leaving thirty-five minutes before the ar- 
rival of the Southern train carrying the mail between all points from Chicago 
to Jacksonville, and tributary territory. 

How a few minutes’ change in this schedule could in anywise operate 
to the disadvantage of other patrons of the road is impossible to conceive. 
On the other hand, it would give them a new route—mail a 
as quick and often, no doubt, quicker, than those to which they are now ac- 
customed and upon which they are wholly dependent. 

It would do that in addition to supplying g population of some 100,000 
persons in the territory in question with the mail and passenger facilities to 
which they are fairly and justly entitled. 

An antiquated stage coach route from Southern railway points, connecting 
with the morning train, would give them better and more satisfactory ser- 
vice than they are now getting as the result of failure and refusal of these |

Jack Cain Was Convicted of Kill- 
ing Zack Brgwn. 

Griffin, Ga., September 17.—(Special.)— 
In the superior court yesterday, Jack 
Cain was convicted upon the charge of 
murder and Judge Reagan sentenced 
him to be hanged on October :24. 

Cain is alleged to have killed Zack 
Brown, another negro, near Rover, last 
month, and the killing is said to have 
been entirely unprovoked. It remains 
to be seen whether or not he is ex- 
ecuted, as Spalding county has not had 
a legal hanging in over twenty-five 
years.
